It  seems  to  me  that  it  appeals  very 
much  to  the  worldly  man  of  ability.  Oh, 
that  he  would  join  himself  with  God’s 
forces!  Although  he  may  not  be  a tluem 
speaker,  or  flowery  singer,  or  efficient 
leader,  yet  there  never  was  a man  hut 
what  had  an  outlet.  It  may  be  his  mon 
ey,  his  good  friendly  turn  of  nature,  his 
winning  influence,  all  of  these  things  are 
possessed  by  some  one.  One  may  not 
have  them  all,  but  all  possess  some  and 
peculiar,  too,  these  graces  are  most  no- 
ticed in  men  out  of  the  church.  And 
mark  you  they  are  being  spent  some 
where.  Every  man’s  ability  is  equal  to 
the  occasion.  Your  ability  is  master  of 
the  situation.  Had  it  not  have  been  God 
would  not  have  given  these  talents  into 
your  charge.  Now*  you  think  of  tliut 
These  graces  are  talents.  A man’s  abil 
ity  is  not  his  talent,  but  bis  talent  is 
meeted  out  according  to  liis  ability.  Are

A very  worthy  Sunday  School  teacher 
said  this  morning  while  giving  instruc- 
tions in  the  Sunday  School  lesson,  that 
he  was  reading  a book  by  a very  great 
English  writer  who  made  a mark  in  the 
literary  world  surpassed  4>y  few,  but 
early  in  life  he  took  to  cocaine,  and  with 
force  the  teacher  added,  “he  was  a mas- 
ter” but  oh  what  would  he  have  been 
bud  he  not  buried  his  prospective  talent 
under  the  “bushel  of  cocaine.” 

A man’s  money,  influence  and  life  ij 
leading  away.  Where  is  it  drifting  too  /

For  just 
Jen  ears  of  corn— provided  those  ten 
ears  be  better  than  any  other  teu  ears 
exhibited  by  boys — twenty-five  dollars 
j is  offered;  2nd  tast,  $20.00  ; 3rd  best, 
$15.00;  4th  best,  $10.00.  For  the  best  and 
most  perfect  single  ear,  by  a tay  (mem- 
ber of  a Corn  Club),  ten  dollars,  and  so 
on.  Then  there  are  many  iirtzes  of  forty 
dollars  and  sums  like  that  offered  to  the 
Clubs. 

For  the  older  corn  planters  many 
splendid  prizes  are  offered;  and  for  that 
which  is  grown  within  five  miles  of  cer- 
tain railroads,  viz:  The  A.  & V.  R.  li. 
offers  fifty  dollars,  for  best  exhibit 
grown  within  five  miles  of  their  line; 
Mr.  A.  C.  Goodyear  of  the  New  Orleans 
Great  Northern,  fifty  dollars  for  best 
display  grown  within  five  miles  of  their 
road;  New  Orleans  & Northeastern,  fifty 
dollars  for  best  corn  display,  grown 
within  five  miles  of  that  road.  No  half- 
way judge  will  be  allowed  to  decide;  bnt 
men  who  are  experts  in  all  that  jiertains 
to  the  culture  of  com. 

Surely  these  railroad  prizes,  taken  in 


addition  to  the  Fair  awards,  ought  to 
encourage  every  fanner  within  the  limit, 
to  do  many  u hard  day ’s  work  in  his  corn 
‘ fields.  If  he  does  not  win  these  prize*, 
he  will  win  others  alradst  as  good,  the 
best  of  which  will' be  a knowledge  that 
the  mouey  earned  by  corn  will  buy  aa 
good  food  and  clothes  as  thut  made  by 
cotton;  even  m the  South.

Schools  wore  not  abundant,  with  vers’ 
fPw  of  n higher  order;  while  there  was 
not  a college  east  of  Pearl  River  A great 
change  has  come  over  the  land.  Wlmra  j 
there  were  pine  forests,  there  are  nov. 
vonng  nnd  prosperous  cities,  with  Mm 
Churches  and  live  institutions  of  learn 
ine.  The  convention  nnd  nssoontfon  nro 
working  in  harmony,  without  friction. 

The  Baptists  hnve  nlwavs  been  in  the 
lend,  but  sometimes  have  been  too  neg  j 
Jpctfnl  of  opportunities.  We  have  let  j 
things  slip,  almost  surrendering  to  Hie  J 
svstems  of  other  denominations.

Cbnrrh  Bible  ?cbon1s  h'ive  advanced 
mnrvelonslv  in  studying  God’s  Word 
and  in  the  character  of  teaching.  Tt  i« 
more  like  the  work  of  eariv  Christians, 
in  manv  respects,  and  imitates  the  Be 
reaps,  "who  were  more  noble  than  those 
of  Thesonlonira,  for  they  searched  the 
scriptures  daily,  to  see  whether"  what 
Paul  preached  was  so.
